DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to

Group I, claim(s) 1-3, drawn to method for identifying an individual at risk for vascular 
disease. 

Group II, claim(s) 4, and 5, drawn to kit comprising means for determining PGI 
concentration and means for detenmining homocysteine concentration. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Group I is directed to method of determining levels of pepsinogen I and homocysteine. 
However, because Pettersson et al., (a copy provided in the ISR, 1998, J. of 
Rheumatology, vol. 25, pages 859-863) at page 860 teach how to determine 
concentration of pepsinogen I and homocysteine, no special technical feature exists for 
Group I as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, because it does not define a contribution over the 
prior art. The technical features of Groups II is a kit comprising means for determining 
PGI concentration and means for determining homocysteine concentration, and 
Pettersson et al., teach means for determining PGI concentration and means for 
determining homocysteine concentration.
